| ANOTHER STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION 

The steamboat Buckeye, whilst ea her voyage 
from New Orleans to Cincinnati, six miles above 
Randolph, burst her botiers, leaving the whele 
boat a complete wreck, but with the loss of only 
a few lives. 

The circumstances are as follows :-—Oa the 
night of the 24%h of May, the Srst engineer, Mr. 
Jobo Morris, was taten extremely ili—se much 
so that he could not stand his watch at the en- 

ine. There being a passenger on board the 

t,an engineer of bis acquaintance, who was 
known by him to be a man capable of attending 
to the duties of engineer, that passenger was re- 
quested by Morris to stand bis watch. We pro- 
ceeded on our voyage until we arrved at Isiand 
No. 34, where we stopped betweeo the hours of 
eleven aad twelve at night to teke in wood. On 
stopping the engine, the engiwecrt was called 
upon tv unship the starboard wheel, and the 
fireman, who attended to that duiy, 1 trying to 
uoship the wheel, fouod that M was fast on 
something, so that he could not move it. The 
engwweer immediately leit the eagine to see 
what was the matier, and also to reader some 
asemtance. When he ha! succeeded in fixing 
the wheel, be returaed to the engine, the bell 
having been twice rung to start it, and 10 mak- 
icg the first evolution, the melancholy accident 
took place. The engineer oo watch was wnme- 
diately dashed to preces. The mate, who was 
risiag from hes bed mmediately over the boiders, 
hes never been seen or beard of since; and no 











clue has been left by which we can tell the par- 
ticelars of bis unhappy and dreadtul fate. All| 
the persons sleeping im the social ball were | 
blown wt the air, and fell m the river, bat | 
succecded with great difficulty im reaching the 
shore. The Captain and Pilot on watch, who |
